Interesting Account of the Construc- 


tion of the Exhibit Halls at 


St. Louis Fair Grounds. 


St. Louis.—The ' various 
exhibit 


buildings being constnictcd or.plann- 
ed by tho Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion are of a temporary character, 
•with one exception. 
They must bo 


removed after the exposition, but dur- 
ing their brief existence they arc 
expected .to be architecturally beau- 
tiful, at least to their exterior, and 
strong, firrrt and tight enough to af- 
ford a safe shelter for exhibits and! 
visitors against wind and storm. 


The materials entering Into the con- 


struction and finish of any one of 
the exhibit buildings are easily count- 
ed o'n the fingers., Iron, wood, plas- 
ter, staff, roofing, glass, paint and tuc 
conducting-mediums for electric cur- 
rents, water (domestic supply and flro 
service), and possibly steam, togeth- 
er with sanitary and Illuminating fix- 
tures, will practically make up tho 
whole list. 
The form and manner In Vhlch the 


few, building materials enumerated 
are used Is manifold. 
The quantity 


not the variety, of each and all of 
these materials Is the principal fac- 
tor In the cost of the buildings. 


These quantities are expressed In 
big figures, and naturally are a scale 
for the area and volume 'of the build- 
ings, or vice versa. 
And jet when 


•we compare tho price of a square foot 
or a cubic foot of these temporary 
buildings with that of permanent edi- 
fices for domestic- or business pur 
poses, the vast difference

balustrades, spandrels, arches, coffers 
caissons, gargoyles, dlagragms. obel 
Isks. globes pavilions, pylons, turrets

•which the fountains, and what not, 


architects have used In 
their compositions, require a bewild- 
ering mass of light framework ap 
preaching the general contours of the 
architectural forms. 


When the architectural'forms are 


finished In plaster and staff. 
they 


merely "represent" masses, as stated 
above, while they are only a light 
shell mounted on wood forms. These 
shells rise to such respectable heights 
that special care is required to brace 
them against buckling, crushing or 
overturning by wind. 
The roofs .of 
these buildings must generally be 
carried on long-span truses. so as to 
restrict the number of posts and give 
as much freedom as possible In the 
arrangement of exhibits.

All foundations are built of timber, 


either crlbbage or ground sllbs rest- 
Ing upon the natural solid ground, 
•where me natural ground Is not more 
than four or five feet below the es- 
tablished street grades of the exposi- 
tion grounds; or upon piles, driven 
' not less than 15 feet Into the natural 
•~ ground, where natural ground Is too 


far below grade to make crlbbage prac- 
ticable or economical, or where 
the

I park lake, and the filled In T»eds of 


the River des Peres and Its numerous 
tributaries. 


The entire framework for the build* 
ings is of wood, of small sized sticks 
In close proximity shaped to the con- 
tours of the .architectural exterior, 
and of massive heavy timbers for 
truss posts, trusses, knee, spandrel 
and sway-braces, etc. 


Iron rods, bolts, pins, and plates are 


used for web-extension members and 
their connections and for the splices 
of long tension chords where they 
cannot be bad In one length. 


Castings are used for 
washers, 
strut shoes and special angle blocks. 
Posts, trusses, and In general all 
heavy framing timbers arc of long 
long-leafed southern pine. 
All out- 


side plaster Is put on a dove-tall groov- 
•ed sheathing nailed to tho wail stuus. 
celling. Joists, etc. This sheathing Is 
used to add stiffness to tho

frame, and to furnish ready nailing 
ground for all plaster or staff orna- 
ments.

strike commission called one of tho 
independent operators to the witness 
stand to tell the exact price he re- 
ceived for his coal, and tho mine owner 
refused, naming Instead J2.GO a ton as 
nn average of the price received. 


Tho operator was L. N. Crawford, 


president of tho People's Coal Com- 
pany, which operates the Oxford col- 
liery In Scranton. 
The request for 


him to.take tho stand was a surprise. 
Tho Oxford colliery during the strike 
managed to get enough men to oper- 
ate the plant, and for one month, ac- 
cording to Mr. "Crawford, his company 
received J20 a ton for its conl. 


One-Le|ged Boy Pays Debt. 


_The'miners announced that 
they 


expected to close their case on Satur- 
day, nnd thus gave notice to the other 
side to bo ready to proceed with Its 
testimony. In reply the companies' at- 
torneys announced that they may have 
to ask for a sho"rt recess In order to 
properly prepare their case. 
Judge 


Gray said ho hoped the companies will 
bo able to proceed as soon as tha 
miners have concluded. 


Tho miners called several witnesses 


who told of conditions at the collieries 
of tho A. Pardee Company 
In 
tho 


Hazleton region. One of tho witnesses 
was a boy who said ho lost a leg In the 
mines, received nothing for Its loss, 
but Instead when ho.returned to work 
tho company, took oft his wages his 
father's debt. 


Gets Lesi Money. 


Two witnesses, employed by the Del- 


aware, Lackawanna and Western Com- 
pany, testified that before the strike of 
1900 'the men, when they worked, re- 
ceived 94 cents a car and that the 
strike was ended by the company 
agreeing to give the men an Increase 
In wages of 10 per cent, Z\t< In cash 
and the other 7',fc por cent to be con- 
sidered in the reduction of the prlco 
of powder. 
Instead of receiving the 


Increase they now get 3 cents a car 
less, or 91 cents. They did not know 
why It was reduced. 


Patrick O'Boyle. a miner, said the 


size of tho miners' ton was Increased 
from 2,240 pounds to 3,126 pounds In 
order that the companies could got 
out 2,240 pounds of marketable coal. 
At present the companies are using 
coal three or four sizes under pea, and 
the men are not being'paid.for It. 


Anent Boycotts. 


Father O'Donnell said ho had per- 


sonal knowledge of only one case of 
violence.

be assured on this point. 


These two men representing higher

it there is nothing mysterious about 
the fact that 'organized labor Is on 
the verge of socialism, as was devel- 
oped at the late New Orleans con 
ventlon.
